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Sotomayor 
steps up 
to the plate

WASHINGTON Sonia Sotomayor has gained 
admission to the Marble Palace. Now she has 
to figure out how the Supreme Court works. 

After 17 years as a federal judge, Sotomayor 
knows her way around a courthouse. But her 
new workplace, filled with quirky customs and 
rituals, isn’t any old court building and new jus- 
tices, like new colleagues everywhere, want to 
fit in. 

Sotomayor, 55, became the court’s first 
Hispanic and third woman after taking an 
oath of office Saturday from Chief Justice John 
Roberts. She pledged to “do equal right to the 
poor and to the rich” in a brief ceremony at the 
court. 

For all the groundbreaking nature of her 
nomination, the most significant demographic 
fact about Sotomayor now is that she is the 
junior justice. Here’s a look at just a few things 
she can expect: 

Sotomayor is responsible for opening the 
conference room door if someone knocks while 
the justices are meeting in their private confer- 
ence room. 

She will be responsible for taking notes on 
what the justices decide at those private meet- 
ings and then reporting the decisions accurately 
to the court clerk. 

Sotomayor goes last when the justices take 
initial votes on cases. 

The court renovation will force Sotomayor 
into temporary offices and delay getting her 
permanent location until the construction is 
done late next year. 
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Crash claims families 

Nine dead after helicopter and plane collide over Hudson River

BLUE BELL, Pa. For an Italian family it was sup- 
posed to be a joyous occasion— the celebra- 
tion of 25 years of marriage. For a Pennsylvania 
family, it was a flight to the New Jersey shore 
that included a passing view of one of the 
world’s most renowned skylines. 

But the trips turned to disaster Saturday 
in the skies over New York when a tourist 
helicopter ferrying five Italian tourists and a 
small plane with two Pennsylvania men and 
one of their sons collided over the Hudson 
River. Nine people, including three teenag- 
ers, died. 

The five Italian tourists, all from the 
Bologna area, were 51-year-old Michele 
Norelli; his 16 -year-old son, Filippo Norelli; 
his 49 -year-old friend Fabio Gallazzi; 
Gallazzi’s wife, 44-year-old Tiziana Pedroni; 


and their son, 15-year-old Giacomo Gallazzi. 
The pilot of the helicopter was Jeremy Clarke, 
32, of Lanoka Harbor, N.J. 

The plane was piloted by Steven Altman, 
a 60 -year-old development executive from 
Ambler, Pa. With him was his brother Daniel 
Altman, 49, of Dresher, Pa., and Daniel 
Altman’s 16 -year-old son, Douglas. 

Larry and Dina Smith, neighbors of real 
estate manager Daniel Altman for 15 years, 
heard the news as they were returning from 
a weekend at the beach. Dina Smith called 
the family “good, kind, down-to-earth, smart 
people.” 

“It’s simply devastating,” Dina Smith said. 

Larry Smith said his heart went out to the 
family, especially Steven Altman’s daughter, 
whom he said is on her honeymoon. He said 
Douglas Altman was going to be a senior in 


high school this 
year. 

The Italians were 
in New York on a V 
trip that was a gift 
from one of Norelli’s sisters to mark the 
25th anniversary of his marriage to Silvia 
Rigamonti, said a family friend, Giovanni 
Leporati. Rigamonti did not go on the aerial 
tour because she was scared of the helicop- 
ter. 

The couple’s other son, Davide, stayed 
behind in Italy, planning to travel to New 
York with his girlfriend soon, Leporati said. 

The family home is in Trebbo di Reno, a 
small village near Bologna in northern Italy. 
The couple ran a picture-framing business in 
the area. The Gallazzi family also lived in the 
area.

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In Pokemon, 
he’s the man

Jason Klaczynski is vying to bring home to 
Chicago a third world crown next weekend. 

Klaczynski, 23, is the reigning Pokemon 
Trading Card Game World Champion and the 
only two-time winner. 

Tease him if you like. He’s used to it. But 
winning means he earns $7,500 and the No. 1 
trainer card, which can fetch between $4,000 
and $10,000 on eBay 

Klaczynski estimates his lifetime earnings— 
we’re talking a decade of playing here— at 
roughly $80,000. That’s not a bad haul for a 
game he picked up at 13, during the height of 
the Pokemon craze. 

Although he’s set his Pokemon decks aside 
in recent years to become a professional poker 
player, he says he’ll never stop loving Pikachu. 

Klaczynski, who first earned the title of 
World Champ in 2006, is infamous among 
Pokemon players for his laid-back composure 
and his lethal deck strategy 

He says the Pokemon trading game requires 
the strategy of chess. “The irony is that poker 
is a game of luck,” he said of his most recent 
card addiction. “There’s so much more skill in 
Pokemon than poker.”

Latest attack fits pattern 

A mugging early Friday in Lincoln Park fits 
the pattern of four other attacks in that 
neighborhood based on the location, time of 
attack and the fact there were several offenders, 
a Chicago police source said. The latest robbery 
took place in the 400 block of West Deming 
Place. If connected, this would be the fifth attack 
in a string of muggings that are marked by a swift 
assault followed by a beating and robbery. 

Natural causes in Lolla death 

The man who died Friday at Lollapalooza 
succumbed from natural causes, the Cook 
County Medical Examiner’s Office said. An 
autopsy revealed Jeffrey Grimm, 39, of Oak Park, 
died of a tear in his aorta, blood in his heart sac 
and hypertensive cardiovascular disease, the 
medical examiner’s office said.

Clifton Williams arrived at the Will County 
Courthouse in Joliet and sat in the fourth- 
floor courtroom where his cousin was plead- 
ing guilty to a felony drug charge. 

As Circuit Judge Daniel Rozak handed 
down the cousin’s sentence— 2 years’ proba- 
tion— Williams, 33, stretched and let out a 
very ill-timed yawn. 

Williams’ sentence? Six months in jail— the 
maximum penalty for criminal contempt 
without a jury trial. The Richton Park man 
was locked up July 23 and will serve at least 
21 days. 

“I was flabbergasted because I didn’t real- 
ize a judge could do that,” said Williams’ 
father, Clifton Williams Sr. “It seems to me 
like a yawn is an involuntary action.” 


I BY THE NUMBERS 

There are now 30 judges in the 12th Judicial 
Circuit, but since 1999, Daniel Rozak 
has brought more than a third of all the 
I contempt charges, records show. 

Chuck Pelkie, a spokesman for the state’s 
attorney’s office, said the prosecutor in the 
courtroom that day told him “it was not a 
simple yawn— it was a loud and boisterous 
attempt to disrupt the proceedings.” 

Jason Mayfield, the cousin of Williams who 
was pleading guilty at the time, said it was 
“not an outrageous yawn.” 

A Tribune review of a decade’s worth of 
contempt-of-court charges reveals that Rozak 
jails people— typically spectators whose 
cell phones go off or who scream or shout 


profanity during sentencing— at a much 
higher rate than any other judge in the coun- 
ty 

And while it is not uncommon for judges 
to jail people for ignoring subpoenas or court 
orders or appearing in court drunk or under 
the influence of drugs, Rozak’s charges tend 
to involve behavior that would not otherwise 
be criminal. 

Judges have broad discretion under the 
law, which defines contempt as acts that 
embarrass, hinder or obstruct the court in its 
administration of justice or lessen its author- 
ity or dignity 

As long as the sentence is not longer than 
six months, there is no review of the case— 
unless the offender appeals to the judge or a 
higher court.

U.S., Mexico and Canada 
meet to discuss swine flu 


WASHINGTON When President Obama 
visited Mexico in April, the now-global 
swine flu epidemic— unbeknownst to the 
White House— had just begun there and an 
Obama aide returned home sick. 

What could have become a diplomatic 
downer, however, ultimately turned into a 
bright spot. 

Obama was never in danger, the aide and 
his family recovered, and the two nations 
cooperated extensively on the flu outbreak 
through the spring and beyond. The U.S. 
earned huge points with its southern neigh- 
bor for not joining the countries banning 
flights, halting trade and taking other actions 
that Mexico considered unfairly punitive. 


NO BIG DEAL? 

They typically are rather sleepy affairs-no 
splashy news, little attention. Despite the 
lofty name of North American Leaders 
Summit, it lacks a defining cause and 
is usually more a progress report on 
commercial and security integration than 
an action-packed headline-grabber. Officials 
say the meetings are vital nonetheless.

Now, as Obama returns to Mexico, the 
swine flu that spread from there across the 
world is increasingly back in the news— and 
at the top of the agenda at a lightning-quick, 
three-way summit Sunday and Monday in 
Guadalajara. 


Obama, Mexican President Felipe 
Calderon and Canadian Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper will try to build on that 
earlier cooperation to handle an expected 
new wave of cases during North America’s 
upcoming flu season. 

John Brennan, Obama’s chief homeland 
security aide, said the talks are timely— and 
crucial, given the long borders the U.S. shares 
with Mexico and Canada. 

As important as it is to further link up 
health officials and prepare vaccine and anti- 
viral supplies, the three leaders also must get 
together and publicly reinforce a determina- 
tion not to panic when cases arise, Brennan 
said.

Hawks star’s image takes

Ever since the Blackhawks made Patrick 
Kane the No. i pick in the NHL draft two 
summers ago, the baby-faced winger has 
been the golden boy of the franchise, spark- 
ing a resurgence on and off the ice. 

But with his arrest early Sunday in his 
hometown of Buffalo after an altercation 
with a male cab driver, allegedly over 20 
cents, the high-scoring, quick-with-a-grin 
Kane has had his public image tarnished. 

“They broke my glasses, they ripped my 
clothes ... all over 20 cents,” cab driver Jan 
Radecki said Sunday when reached by the 
Tribune at his home, where he said he was 
recovering from a broken nose. 

According to the police report obtained 
by the Tribune, Kane, 20, was identified as 
aiding his cousin James M. Kane, 21— who 
was listed as the main defendant— in the 
incident. 

Messages left with Patrick Kane, his agent 
and the Kane family home in Buffalo were 
not returned. 

The report stated that at about 5 a.m., the 
cousins took a cab from Chippewa Street, 
an area in Buffalo known for its nightlife, 
to Eastwood Place, with the fare totaling 
$13.80. The men handed over $15, but when 


TUMULTUOUS OFF-SEASON 

Patrick Kane’s arrest adds another chapter 
to the Hawks’ off-season woes, which began 
with the misfiling of qualifying offers to their 
restricted free agents and includes the re- 
assigning of general manager Dale Tallon, 
shoulder surgery for newly signed free 
agent Marian Hossa and an ongoing NHL 
investigation into the structure of Hossa’s 
contract. 

Radecki gave back a dollar and said he didn’t 
have the 20 cents change, James Kane tore 
the money from his hand and both men 
began punching the driver in the face and 
head, according to the report. 

Police recovered a torn $5 bill from James 
Kane’s right pocket, the report stated. 

Patrick Kane earned a base salary of 
$875,000 last season, and entry-level 
contract bonuses pushed his total pay to 
$3,725 million. 

Radecki said that during the payment dis- 
pute, James Kane, who was sitting behind 
him, “sucker-punched” him. At that point, 
Radecki said, Patrick Kane began punching 
him. 

“The other one {Patrick} punched me 
in the head. He says, Abu don’t know who 


you’re {bleeping} with! You don’t know who 
you’re {bleeping} with!’ And he kept pound- 
ing and pounding on me,” Radecki said, his 
voice rising to a shout. 

A witness saw the attack and called police, 
Radecki said. 

Buffalo police spokesman Michael 
DeGeorge said the Kanes were charged with 
second-degree robbery, a Class C felony, and 
fourth-degree criminal mischief and theft 
of services, both Class A misdemeanors, 
and were taken to the Erie County Holding 
Center. 

The pair reportedly spent several hours 
there before being taken to the Buffalo City 
Court for arraignment around 8 a.m. After 
pleading not guilty before Judge E. Jeanette 
Ogden, the Kanes were released. 

The Hawks released this statement: “We 
are aware of the allegations toward Patrick 
Kane. He is a big part of our organization 
and a team leader and we stand behind 
him. As we are still collecting all the facts, 
it would be premature to comment further 
at this time.” 

Kane is scheduled to be in Chicago next 
week to participate in the U.S. Olympic 
team’s orientation camp at Seven Bridges 
Ice Arena in Woodridge.
